TO BE RESOLVED IN REFERENDUM FRIDAY - HOW LONG SHOULD 
HE CONTINUE IN POWER. MARCOS ORDERS LIFTING 
OF MIDNIGHT CURFEW AND RESTRICTIONS ON FREE SPEECH 
AND PRESS APPARENTLY IN ANSWER TO CRITICISM THAT

THAILAND 

27. REUTER DISPATCH FROM BANGKOK REPORTS REPUTED 
"OPIUM KING" LO HSING-HAN WILL BE DEPORTED FROM 
THAILAND. ACCORDING TO THANOM KITTIKACHORN. PM 
DID NOT SAY WHERE LO WOULD BE DEPORTED TO, BUT 
INFORMED SOURCES SAY BURMA HAS REQUESTED HIS 
EXTRADITION. 

BURMA 

28. BROWNE (NYT) REPORTS U NU ENDS EXILE IN 
THAILAND. IS OFF TO TEACH BUDDHISM AT NEW YORK 
UNIVERSITY. THIS WILL ELIMINATE LONG-STANDING 
SOURCE OF FRICTION BETWEEN THAILAND AND BURMA. 

FROM EXILE THAI BASE, U NU SOUGHT TO COORDINATE 
ALL ARMED RESISTANCE TO NE WIN GOVERNMENT UNDER 
HIS UNITED FRONT GROUP. BURMA RECENTLY COMPLAINED 

TO THAI AND SEVERAL MONTHS AGO BANGKOK INFORMED U NU 
HE WOULD HAVE TO LEAVE. U NU'S POSITION AS INSURGENT 
LEADER HAS BEEN SLIPPING RECENTLY. LAST YEAR 
HE RESIGNED AS LEADER OF UNITED FRONT. SUCCESSOR 
CHARGES U NU LOST CONTROL BECAUSE OF UNWILLINGNESS 
TO ASSIMILATE DIFFERENT ETHNIC GROUPS ON BASIS OF 
EQUALITY. IN FACT, INSURGENTS ARE FACING INCREASED 
BURMESE MILITARY PRESSURE, AND FINDING IT MORE 
DIFFICULT TO USE JUNGLE AREAS BORDERING THAILAND 
BECAUSE OF INCREASED THAI NARCOTICS SUPPRESSION 
PATROLLING IN AREA. U NU SAYS HE PLANS RETURN TO 
THAILAND, BUT DID NOT SAY WHEN OR UNDER WHAT 
CIRCUMSTANCES (ALSO, NYDN SQUIB). 

29. UPI REPORTS EXCLUSIVE INTERVIEW WITH MARSHALL 
GREEN IN CANBERRA. GREEN SAID, "ONCE COUNTRIES 
LIKE AUSTRALIA PULL OUT OF SEATO, IT'S GOING TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MAKE IT MUCH MORE DIFFICULT TO CONTINUE OUR 
SUPPORT." THIS WOULD APPLY "FOR OTHER SIMILAR 
ORGANIZATIONS" ALSO. ASKED ABOUT WHITLAM'S 
DECISION NOT TO TAKE PART IN NEXT SEATO EXERCISE, 

GREEN SAID, "THIS IS AN AUSTRALIAN DECISION WHICH

(THE LABOR GOVERNMENT) REGARD SEATO AS BEING 
UNIMPORTANT. . .BUT I DON’T THINK AUSTRALIA 
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IS GOING TO DROP OUT OF SEATO". HE ADDED HE WAS 
"NOT AGAINST" WHITLAM'S PROPOSITION FOR A WIDER 
AREA GROUPING IN THE ASIAN AND PACIFIC REGION 
WHICH WOULD ALSO INCLUDE CHINA. GREEN SAID HE DID 
NOT EXPECT ANY IMPORTANT DEVELOPMENTS TO 
COME OUT OF TOMORROW'S MEETING BETWEEN WHITLAM 
AND THE PRESIDENT, AND REFUSED TO COMMENT ON 
REPORTED WH RESENTMENT OVER REMARKS MADE BY 
AUSTRALIAN CABINET MINISTER AGAINST US BOMBING 
OF HANOI. ASKED TO COMMENT ON WHITLAM'S REMARKS 
THAT THAILAND COULD DEVELOP INTO ANOTHER VIETNAM. 

HE REPLIED "I DON'T THINK THERE IS DANGER OF 
ANOTHER VIETNAM. WE ARE NOT GOING TO BE DRAWN 
INTO ANOTHER AFFAIR LIKE THIS WITHOUT VERY 

CAREFUL CONSIDERATION OF ALL THE POSSIBLE CONSEQUENCES"

TAHITI 

30. FORMIN JOBERT SAID IN PARIS THAT FRANCE WILL 
GO AHEAD WITH ITS PLANNED TESTS AND THAT THE 
INTERNATIONAL WAVE OF PROTESTS "WILL NOT PREVENT 
ME FROM SLEEPING WELL AT NIGHT". TWO FRENCH 
PAPERS REPORTS THAT A SECOND EXPLOSION, POSSIBLY 
INVOLVING A HYDROGEN WARHEAD, MAY BE DETONATED 
WITHIN A MATTER OF HOURS (NYDN). MILITARY SOURCES 
IN PARIS SAY THE CURRENT SERIES IS NECESSARY TO 
PERFECT A TRIGGER FOR HYDROGEN WARHEADS TO BE USED

32. S-N'S ORR KELLY (JULY 24) CONSIDERS 14-MONTH 
BOMBING CAMPAIGN AGAINST CAMBODIA IN 1969 AND EARLY 1970 
BEST KEPT SECRET OF VN WAR. INDICATES THAT IN SPRING 

OF 1973 WHEN SEN. HUGHES WAS PRESSING FOR COMPLETE 
ACCOUNTING OF WHERE B52 BOMBERS HAD BEEN USED AND HOW MANY 
TONS OF BOMBS WERE DROPPED, NUMBER OF THOSE IN PENTAGON 
OR ON HILL WHO COULD RECOGNIZE FIGURES SUBMITTED IN 
APRIL 1971 BY THEN AF SECRETARY SEAMANS AS ANINACCURATE 
WAS DWINDLING. LAIRD, WHO AUTHORIZED CAMBODIAN ATTACKS, 

HAD LEFT DOD; RICHARDSON WAS MOVING TO JUSTICE. ON THE 
HILL, IT HAS NOT YET BEEN MADE CLEAR WHO, IF ANYONE, WAS 
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FULLY INFORMED ABOUT THE RAIDS. BUT AMONG FEW WHO WOULD 
BE EXPECTED TO BE CLUED-IN ON EVEN THE MOST CLOSELY HELD 
SECRETS, THREE ARE DEAD-SENS. RUSSELL, DIRKSEN, AND REP. 
RIVERS- AND STENNIS, IS OUT OF ACTION. 

33. VON HOFFMAN (WP), REFERRING TO 1969-1970 CAMBODIAN 
BOMBING "COVER-UP," SAYS WHAT MAKES FORGERY OF RECORDS 
SO BAD IS THAT THERE ARE YET MANY PEOPLE WHO HAVE BEEN 
BROUGHT UP IN BELIEF YOU CAN TRUST WORD OF AN AMERICAN 
GOVERNMENT OFFICIAL. THEY CAN'T GET THE ENORMITY OF 
CONTEMPORARY REALITY THROUGH THEIR HEADS, WHICH IS THAT 
ANY OFFICIAL SPOKESMAN MUST BE PRESUMED A LIAR UNTIL 
PROVEN OTHERWISE-AND THAT IS NOT AN INDICTMENT OF' THE 
SYSTEM" OR ANY OTHER SUCH SILLINESS, BUT AN ACCUSATION 
AGAINST THE SPIRITUALLY DEFORMED GNOMES THEY HAVE 
RUNNING IT. 

34. P.J. HONEY, LONDON UNIVERSITY'S VIET-NAM EXPERT 
(CSM), CONTENDS EVIDENCE STRONGLY SUGGESTS THAT NVN 
LEADERS VIEW C-F AS MERELY ONE MORE STEP ALONG THEIR 
REVOLUTIONARY ROAD. UNENFORCEABLE C-F TERMS PERMIT THEM

ANNEXATION OF SVN BY FORCE WOULD JEOPARDIZE THEIR NEW 
RELATIOSHIP WITH US. NOTES THAT SINCE C-F, AT LEAST 
RELATIONSHIP WITH US. NOTES THAT SINCE C-F. AT LEAST 
40,000 NVA INFILTRATED INTO SVN, 25,000 UNWOUNDED NVN 
POWS RELEASED BY SAIGON WERE INTEGRATED INTO COMMUNIST 
MILITARY UNITS IN SVN, AND IN MR I THOUSANDS OF SAMS 
WERE INSTALLED IN NEWLY-SEIZED TERRITORY. NOTES OTHER
